In  1896  the  number  of  births  registered  in  the  District  was  330. 
In  1896  the  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  District  was  210. 

The  whole  District  for  Registration  purposes  is  divided  into  3 Sub-districts, 
are  as  follows  : — 


These 


1.  Church  Hiilme,  having  an  area  of  14,912  acres,  and  an  estimated  population  of 

3,000.  It  includes  Goostrey-cum-Barnshaw,  Blackden,  Twemlow,  Ci’anage 
Leese,  Cotton,  Church  Hulme,  Swettenham,  Kermincham,  Brereton-cum- 
Smethwick,  and  Davenport. 

2.  Congleton,  having  an  area  of  7,886  acres,  and  an  estimated  population  of  1,131. 

It  includes  Somerford,  Somerford  Booths,  Hulme  Walfield,  Radnor,  Newbold, 
Astbury,  and  Moreton-cum-Alcumlow. 

3.  Sandbach,  having  an  area  of  17,357  acres,  and  an  estimated  population  of  8,869. 

It  includes  Smallwood,  Odd  Rode,  Church  Lawton,  Hassall,  Betchton, 
Wheelock,  Arclid,  Bradwall,  Tetton,  Moston,  and  Elton. 

The  Birth-rates  of  these  Districts  are  Congleton  18*5,  Church  Hulme  23,  Sandbach 
27*3.  The  Death-rates  of  these  Districts  are  Congleton  15*8,  Church  Hulme  11*3, 
Sandbach  18*9. 

The  Death-rate  of  the  whole  District  was  *15  above  the  Death-rate  of  last  year.  The 
Birth-rate  was  SL^bw'the  Birth-rate  oFlast  year.*'  — 

Infant  Mortality. — Thirty-six  deaths  recorded  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age. 

Infectious  Disease. — Ninety-seven  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  during 
the  year,  of  which  78  were  Scarlatina,  4 Diphtheria,  3 Membranous  Croup,  4 Enteric 
Fever,  1 Puerperal  Fever,  and  7 Erysipelas. 

Scarlatina. — Of  the  78  cases  notified,  51  were  from  Sandbach,  25  from  Church  Hulme, 
and  2 from  Congleton.  One  death  occurred  at  Somerford  Booths  in  the  first  quarter  and 
one  at  Bradwall  in  the  last  quarter. 


Diphtheria. — Of  the  4 cases  notified  1 death  occurred  in  the  Sandbach  District. 
Croup,  3 cases  notified,  2 deaths  both  in  Sandbach. 

Typhoid. — Four  cases  notified,  3 in  Sandbach  and  one  in  Congleton,  and  no  deaths. 

Erysipelas. — Seven  cases  notified,  6 in  Sandbach  and  1 in  Church  Hulme.  One 
death  occurred  in  Sandbach. 

Measles. — Were  very  prevalent  at  Odd  Rode  in  the  summer.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Phthisis.— T\i.e,ve  were  13  deaths,  2 of  which  were  under  five  years  of  age. 

Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis. — Thirty-nine  deaths. 

Injuries. — Seven  deaths. 

Smallpox. — No  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  the  District. 

Isolatio7i  Hospital. — The  Isolation  Hospital  has  not  been  required,  but  has  been  kept 
in  readiness,  fires  having  been  in  throughout  the  Winter,  and  the  beds  ha^-e  been  kept  well 
aired.  In  two  or  three  cases  the  parents  have  been  strongly  recommended  to  remove  their 
children  suffering  from  Scarlatina  to  the  Hospital,  but  have  declined  doing  so. 

Water  Supply. — The  mains  have  been  extended  to  Hassail  Green,  where  they  were 
badly  in  want  of  a supply  of  good  Avater.  Rode  Heath,  Thurlwood,  and  Lawton  Heath 
are  very  badly  off  for  good  Avater.  Holmes  Chapel  is  in  great  need  of  a good  water  supply. 
A A'illage  that  size  ought  to  have  a constant  supply  laid  on  to  every  house.  Many  of  the 
inhabitants  have  to  fetch  water  from  some  distance.  There  is  very  good  water  in  the 
neighbourhood,  and  if  a good  scheme  were  brought  about  most  of  the  people  living  at 
Holmes  Cha,pel  would  A^ery  soon  connect  and  avail  themselves  of  it.  Seven  samples  of 
Avater  Avere  sent  for  analysis,  and  tAvo  Avater  certificates  Avere  granted  under  the  Public 
Health  (Water)  Act,  1878. 

Inspector's  Report. — Your  Inspector  reports  that  during  1896  he  has  made  2,296 
Ausits  in  various  parts  of  the  District.  The  number  of  nuisances  reported  and  abated  was 
140.  Seven  cases  of  overcroAvding  dealt  Avith.  The  Sewers  have  been  kept  in  good 
Avorking  order,  and  the  irrigation  grounds  at  Mow  Cop,  Mount  Pleasant,  Lawton,  and 
Holmes  Chapel  haA^e  been  inspected  from  time  to  time,  and  kept  in  order.  The 
Scavenging  has  on  the  whole  been  Avell  carried  out. 

Slaughter  Houses. — These  haA^e  been  inspected  from  time  to  time,  and  found  in  good 
order. 

Caiial  Boats. — Thirty-eight  have  been  inspected  and  found  satisfactory. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. — These  have  also  been  found  satisfactory.
